A story that 200 university girls 


residing at Barnard and Chadbourne 
halls were taken ill from poisoning 
last Tuesday night was declared 
grossly exaggerated by Dr. R. yan 
Valzah of the university medical 
department Friday morning. 
Ac- 


cording to the story the girls were 
poisoned by food eaten at the hall« 
Tuesday night. 


"In the first place not more than 


15 girls in all were taken ill, and 
only one of these was confined to 
her bed. All the girls affected were 
residents of .Barnard hall. None of 
the Chadbourne hall girla were ta- 
ken sick, nor people who ate at the 
cafeteria," said 
Dr. 
Van Valzah 


this morning. 


"The symptoms were such ' that 


their illness ra«y have been due to 
a sort of grip, which frequently oc- 
curs during the winter. It is very 
doubtful, in view of the fact that 
th rest of the girls who ate the 
same feod were unaffected, whether 
food eaten at the hall was the cause 
of the .trouble." 


Dr. Van Valzah declared that 


samples of the food at Barnard that 
evening have been 
analyzed, but 


that no report has yet been made. 
He said that it is quite possible the 
illness may have been due to food 
eaten by the girls in other places.

know, university girls are 


always munching food 
of 
some 


kind," he said, "and it m-iy be that 
it was some food they bought about 
town."

LEGISLATURE 
MARKS TIME 
ON TAXATION 


Few Changes in Tax Laws 


Will Be Made at This 


Session, is Belief 


Today 


BY FRED L. HOLMES. 


That the legislature is going to 


mark time on taxation measures is 
indicated by the vote which was 
taken in the assembly on Thursday 
when by a vote, 50-44, the bouse 
defeated the C. E. Hanson bill for 
tho repeal of personal property off- 
set It is now believed that there 
will be few changes in the tax laws 
made at this session. 


Tho action of the assembly will 


ultimately draw a sharp line with 
the executive office. 
Gov, Blaine 


has warned the legislature that he 
will sign no appropriation bill that 
will tend to increase the 
general 


property tax in the state. Several 
members' of finance committee have 
expressed the opinion that they do 
not believe that appropriations can 
be sufficiently slashed to keep them 
•within the income' of the state. 


Gov, Blaine was silent today on 


tho taxation question. 
He 
would 


give no interview. It is believed 
that when the appropriation bills 
start coming to him that as soon 
as these bills show increases which 
wouM go beyond the present income 
of the state necessitating a tax o'n 
the general property, vetoes to fin- 
ancial measures will begin. 


Whether the legislature will have 


a sufficient majority to pass appro- 
priation bills over the governor's 
veto, on increased taxes on general 
property of the state, will remain to 
be sees. Those who conducted the 
leadership against the C. E, Hanson 
personal property offset biH in the 
assembly declare that surtax bills 
and the Dahl bill to increase the 
general income taxes will meet the 
same fate by practically the same 
vote. 


Probe Is Donbthig. 


There is great .-loubt as to whether 


there will be a legislative investiga- 
tion of tax situation in the state. 
The Ingalls resolution to aecotn-* 
plish this resolution has been ta- 
bled and sentiment against this res- 
olution seems to be increasing. As- 
semblyman Dahl charges that many 
of the votes cast for the 
Ingalls- 


resolution were an attempt to get 
away from voting on income 
tax 


bills, but that this issue will go 
straight before the legislature. 


Apportionment of state with new 


legislative and congressional dis- 
tricts win be started some time next 
^veek, according to present indica- 
tions. Both bouses have agreed on 
a resolution for the appointment of 
a committee of 16, five senators and 
11 assemblymen, to take up the ap- 
portionment question. These com- 
mitteemen will be named next week. 
The apportionment of the state will 
result in an increase of legislative 
districts in northern Wisconsin and 
a decrease of districts in southern 
Wisconsin. 


It is probable that the ekventh 


district will be somewhat subdivided1 
According to a recent census the 
first congressional 
district has a 


population of 252,448 as compared 
with 213,603 10 years ago. The 
second district, the sixth and the 
seventh and eighth districts will 
probably undergo some re-irrange- 
ment. Theee districts have not kept 
pace with the other districts of the 
state. 


At the same time there is a re- 


apportionment of senate and assem- 
bly districts and a general view of 
the situation would indicate that 
northern Wisconsin will get one of 
two additional state senators ajid 
probably from five to eight addi- 
tional assemblymen. For the state

"There is a temptation here for 


the cities in the interior of the state 
to do a great injustice to thes« ter- 
minal cities," said Assemblyman 
Oakes. 
".These cities furnish the 


f.re, lighting and police protection 
and are entitled to this tax money." 


Assemblyman Peterson opposed 


the bill, claiming that it was an in- 
terference with Milwaukee. Ingalb 
closed the debate,

Chief Justice J. B. WinsloVs opin- 
ion favoring the justice of giving 
the terminal cities all of this tax.

The personal property offset, however, has, to a great ex 


•teat, nullified the income tax in this state. So great is the 
aaout of offsets claimed each year that the state has lost mil- 


' liom in this way on its income taxation. 


For every dollar of income taxation that is reduced there 


in the corresponding load of that dollar of tax on real estate. 
Therefore it is that the burden of taxation has been slowly shift- 
ed on to real estate with the result that there fe a smoldering 
opinion in the state against high taxes that «s becoming more 
and more voluble. 


The men who were supporting the Hanson bill for the re- 


peal of the personal property offset have been seeking to reduce 
this burden on real estate and to mak* taxation burdens lighter 
for the small property owner.

A good way to judge a bill *n the legislature is to study the 


forces that are for and against it. Like an individual, a bill can 
be judged by the company it keeps. 


For the past four sessions the bill for the personal property 


offset repeal has been before the legislature. At every session 
of the legislature it has been bitterly opposed by the Big Busi- 
ness lobby that ha* always trained its big guns on this measure. 
The representatives of the manufacturers' associations of the 
state and allied interests have pulled every wire to defeat this 
bill. 


On the ether hand, nq organization of fanners has ever op- 


posed the repeal of the personal property offset. No organiza- 
tion ef laboring men has ever opposed the passage of this bill. 
The common people have been for this plan. 


The same old representatives of privilege have been busy 


in this legislature. They have worked with the same old pre- 
cisian and with the same old methods. Yesterday the Hanson 
personal property offset bill was defeated by a vote of 50 to 44. 


W« believe that the people of Wisconsin should be given
